Most  CO.SOS  occurred  in  the  second  half  of  the  year.  The  orily  cases  to  be 
notified  in  the  I'irst  six  months  and  were  2 scarlet  fevers  in  the  same  wnek  in 
February  and  one  pneu:uonia  in  April, 

/inti-diphtheria  immunisation  of  babier;  nnl  young  school  children,  is  again 
telling  its  tale,  in  that  the  area  has  boin  clear  of  diphtheria  for  some  years. 

There  is  one  warning,  1 should  like  to  repeat,  as  1 have  often  said  in  Council, 

1 do  not  think  that  anyv^hore  nea.r  they  ca.se s of  praieaamonia  that  occui’,  are  notified. 
Doctors  probably  forget  to  notify,  S^^nce  the  Sulpha.,  or  M,  & B,  drugs,  react  so 
quickly,  ttiat  the  syiaptorns  are  soon  over,

- Health  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing  service,  together  with 
(lO),  domestic  help  service,  are  ail  dealt  with  adequately  in  the  .Annual  Report 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(7)«  Vaccination  and  immunisation  are  nov»^  mostly  dealt  with  in  "Infant  Vifelfare  ’ 
Clinics"  vith  some  still  dealt  with  at  Schools, 

In  the  near  future,  the  whole  County  \ill  be  covered  by  tv^ro  assistant 
County  M. O.H’ s for  the  purpose  of  IoW„ Clinics  and  Vaccination  & Immunisation, 

Since  tlie  advent  of  the  National  Health  Service  on  July  5th,  1948  the  District 
is  'well  served  by  ambulances  at  Holyhead  find  Llangefni. 

As  an  adjunct  to  this,  there  is  the  Sitting  Car  3ervice(or  Taxi)  for  the 
carrying  of  patients  to  Hospitals  as  inpatients,  or  a I'eturn  journey  to  the  various 
outpatient  departments  at  the  va.rious  Hasxjitals. 

It  may  be  the  latter  service  has  become  too  j.iopular  and  sometimes  abused 
w'hen  people  could  travel  by  bus  or  train;  out  it  }ias  had  one  good  effect,  it  has 
made  some  reluctant  persons  attend  these  outpationbs  clinics,  to  see  a specialist 
when  ttiey  v/ouj.d  not  othoinviso  have  gono. 

More  stringent  regulations  are  now  coming  into  force,  to  try  and  prevent  the 
abusing  6f  this  very  valuable  service. 

Action  has  been  taken  under  the  Neticnai  Assistance  Actcl948  for  the  visiting, 
examination  and  removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  This  does  not 
mean  delinquents,  Evidence  lias  been  given  before  a Bench  of  Magistrates  -md 
orders  thereby  have  been  enacted,  for  the  persons  removal  to  a Hospital  for  their 
care  and  v/e]fare.. 

This  aspect  of  the  .Annual  Report  is  mentioned  and  dealt  \/ith  by  the  full 
and  adequate  Report  of  the  Sanitary-fCnspector,  vo  which  1 \hll  nov^  pass  and 
submit  for  your  approval. 

I would  like  to  make  a short  and  generalised  statement  on  Housing  Conditions 
in  the  District  of  the  Valley  Council , 

More  people  are  taking  up  temporary  quarters  in  Camps  and  unfit  dwellings 
by  far.  than  there  are  houses  built  in  or  near  the  different  villages.  Just  before 
the  second  v/orld  war,  (1938  and  1939)  scoj-es,  or  even  hundreds  of  houses  were 
condo..rned  as  insanitary  and  unfit  for  occupation,  in  the  majority  of  them,  peoplo 
are  still  living  in  them.  Further,  the  temporary  housing  of  young  married  couples 
with f amilies  in  the  Camps,  should  not  be  tnought  of  as  any  solution  of  the  problem, 
as  in  a v.-ry  shoi-t  time  these  will  be  uninhab.it able  againp

A recoiauendation  was  made  to  the  Council  that  six  persons,  ?irithin 
the  area  should  be  de,a.lt  with  under  the  previsions  of  this  section. 

However,  in  one  instance  tiio  f.uaily  of  me  of  rhe  persons  concerned  were 
Influenced  to  take  action  themselves  and  remove  him  from  an  abandoned  pill  box 
where  he  had  taken  iqii  I'tsidenc e, to  their  c'.vn  home  vvhere  suitable  care  and  attention 
could  be  given.  In  four  cases  -an  ax^iplicataon  \/as  made  to  the  Court  for  an  Order 
to  remove  thun  to  a suitable  home,  but  th^^  hearing  did  not  take  place  during  the 
period  covered  by  this  report.  The  sixth  case  was  deferred,  pending  further 
investigations ,

There  is  no  ^rroot  progress  to  report  rognrding  the  ii.iprovencnt  of  v/atcr 
supplies  in  the-  area  by  the  extension  or  C'.)ns truction  of  nev/  i.iains. 

The  County  <''ater  Schene  is  still  progi'osaing  slowly  ond  long  lengths 
of  lUAJ  j.iains  have  been  laid  in  part  of  the  District,  but  vd.ll  not  coiao  into 
operation  foi'  a considerable  time  until  the  Vi/orks  at  the  Cefni  and  Gwalchiaai 
Reservoirs  are  coiU'.'ilete,  The  County  Council  have  constructed  two  short  ex- 
tentions,  one  in  tlie  Corad  area  of  Valley  raid  the  other  serving  parts  of  the 
parishes  of  Hvlyhesd  Rural  'ind  Rhoscolyn, 

The  forraor  provides  sup',->ly  for  12  houses  rind  the. latter  provides  for  six 
houses  and  a school, 

.'.part  from  the-  fev;  areas  v/hich  h'lve  enjoyed  a i^iped  supply  for  some  years, 
the  greater  i^art  of  the  district  is  dependent  upon  wells  botti  public  and  private. 
The  public  wells  number  83,  ‘ind  in  most  of  then  the  qu.antity  is  lii.iited  and  the 
quality  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 


Owing  to  the  exccjjtionally  dry  sui;u*cr  there  was  considerable  shortage  of 
water  in  a 11  areas  other  than  those  whore  public  main,  suppld^aos  were  available. 


In  the  course  of  the  year  76  sai.iples  v;ere  collected,  seven  from  pulic  v/ells, 
the  renainde-r  from  private  sources  .and  subi.iittod  for  bacteriological  exanination.

Vi/here  pi^xed  supplies  are  available,  the  ,<'jiglosey  County  Council  arrange  for  the 
frequent  collection  of  s.omples  fror.i  the  j.iains  under  their  control  and  it  is  understood 
that  most  of  the  results  are  satisfactory.  ji.t  Rhosneigr,  i.^herc  the  works  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Valley  Council,  fi®-e  s-'miples  were  collected  during  the  year  and  on 
being  subiiitted  for  bacteriolo^gical  exanin.ation  four  were  placed  in  Class  1 and  the 
other  in  Class  111.  No  samples  from  Rhosnei,p'  wei-e  submitted  for  chemical  exam- 
ination. 


The  works  at  Rhosneig,r  hove  been  working  satisfactorily  and  the  suioply  main- 
tained at  all  tir.ies.  The  seasonal  t.aste  and  odour  was  present  to  some  extent,  but 
not  so  severe  as  during  previous  years, 

lui  effort  has  been  i.iade  to  ii.tprove  jjublic  v/ells  'ind  repairs  h.o,ve  been  necessary 
on  72  occasions.  New  puirips  have  been  fixed  on  six  x^ublic  wells;  the  v/ater  in  one 
public  well  was  contaminated  by  an  accumulfition  of  j.i.anure  deposited  near  the  site 
and  another  by  .a  .drowned  rabbit  \/hich  had  gained  access  by  a ventilating  shaft. 

Three  private  water  schex.ies  were  ap^jnxved  .and  notices  served  on  three  other 
owners  whez*e  the  well  required  repairing  oi'  tlie  supply  of  water  insufficient. 

Notices  wore  also  served  upon  several  property  oT/vnors  i/here  wastage  from  public 
I^iped  supplies  was  evident. 

r New  water  service  connections  were  laid  to  eight  pi’enises  from  mains  con- 
trolled by  the  Council  -md  six  others  rep.aired. 

There  has  not  been  miy  evidence  of  plurabo-solvent  action  in  .a.ny  waters  and 
the  contai.iination  of  wells  previously  j.iontioned  was  de.alt  v/ith  by  the  cleansing 
of  the  wells,  extended  pumping  operations  and  sterilisation  of  the  water’.

The  construction  of  this  extension  V\rith  the  aid  of  a grant  under  the  Rural 
(', voter  and  Sev/erasfe)  .'ict  1944,  was  in  progress  towards  the  end  of  tho  yoa-'’. 

In  October  two  Public  Inquiries  wore  held  in  resi^iect  of  the  tv/o  scheuos  sub- 
mitted for  Bc,)dffordd  ‘-md  Valley, 


Vv''ith  regard  to  the  Bodffordd  schene  in  respect  of  which  there  vvras  no  objection 
and  following  .an  .agroonent  on  tho  few  aiondiaents  suggested,  the  Vi/elsh  Ibard  of  Health 
have  confirr.ied  the  applic.ation  for  a loan.  No  deoision  has  been  received  on  the 
Valley  schene. 


Schemes  arc  also  in  preparation  for  the  following  villages: -

Caergoiliog, 

The  Rliosnoigr  and  Trearddur  Bay  Sov/crage  Schei.ies,  which  are  ovmed  and  operated 
by  tho  Council,  aro  in- .a  satisfactory  working^  order.  At  Rhosneigr,  the  sea  outfall 
v/as  damaged  during  a severe  gale,  otherv^ise  the  i/iaintenanco  expense  v/as  v^ry  low. 

At  Trearddur  Bay  the  ^jujaping  nachinery  vfore  ovo’rhauled  and  a fe\¥  rex:)laceraents  made 
to  tho  pujai^s  where  the  parts  were  badly  worn.  On  account  of  electricity  failure 
to  a fault  in  an  underground  cable,  ^ne  jjunping  sto.tion  was  out  of  action  for  a 
few  days,  but  no  d aiaage  was  done  or  inconvenience  to  the  householders. 

In  seven  other  villages  i.iinor  repi.airs  and  Li-aintcnance  v/ork  v¥ere  carried  out 
’■/hen  necessary,  to  the  existing  drainage  .systems,  which  cannot  he  considered  satis- 
factory. 

New  drainage  within  20  premises  were  constructed  and  ap.proved,  hut  in  six  cases 
only  were  tho  dr.ains  connected  to  a rnihlic  sower,  the  reiiaindor  being  dependent  on 
cesspools  or  septic  tanks. 


Hutments  on  tv/o  sites  foming  p.art  of  the  Valley  H,  a, P,  Station  were  converted 
into  dwellin^^G  for  thi.'  married  jpersonnol  and  tho  untreated  effluent  from  a spptic 
tank  discharged  int.>  -an  adjoining  tid.al  water  course.  Representation  was  made  to 
the  Air  Ministry  to  re-dosign  the  dis;v)sal  works  so  that  full  ti’eatnont  would  be 
given  befoi’e  fina].  disijos-al  and  a-  favouiaable  reply  v/as  received  but  no  .action  taken 
luring  tho  period  covered  hy  this  report, 

PIDBLIC  CIl'lJlSINCr. 

House  Refuse. 

No  substantial  ii.iproveinents  have  been  ii-adc  to  this  service,  although  it  h.as 
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been  extended  to  include  additional  outlying  areas,  but  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  give  a fortnightly  collection  in  those  districts  "v/hich  now 
receive  a three  weekly  service. 

Apart  from  a fevJ-  niinot  breakdov/ns,  the  tv/o  vehicles  have  been  in 
regular  s ei'vice  ■■md  v/ith  the  exception  of  one  man  the  absence  from  duty 
among  the  an  >loyees  owing  to  sickness  has  been  at  a minimum. 

Three  tips  are  now  operated  by  the  Council  and  though  they  are  not 
stx’ictly  contro'lled,  they  have  been  maintained  in  a fair  condition.  The 
greater  nuisance  occurred  ehen  the  three  tips  v.'cre  set  on  fire  by  unknovvn 
persons,  but  ever;,  effort  \/as  made  to  extinguish  the  fires  as  soon  as  possible, 
A fourth  tip  is  shared  \/ith  the  Holyhead  Council,  'v/ho  are  responsible  for 
its  control,  bixt  its  condition  has  been  giving  some  cause  for  anxiety. 

Refuse  from  the  Ty  Crocs  C;mnp  and  S, A. P, Station, Valley,  is  disj^osed 
of,  at  two  of  the  Council's  tips  which  makes  maintenance  and  control  u'ork  more 
difficult.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  stop  the  use  of  an  uno.uthorised  tip  at 
Llanfwrog  and  another  unauthorised  tip  in  Bodedern  has  also  been  removed, 

Ati  arrangement  has  also  been  made  with  the  Twcel-'yi  Rural  District,  hy 
which  a small  area  in  the  Valley  District  is  included  in  the  Turcel^n  service 
and  another  small  area  in  the  Tv/rcelyn  District  is  included  in  the  Valley 
service.  This  arrangement  has  been  laadc  to  prevent  overlapping  and  the 
traversing  of  the  s'une  ro.'ids  by  tv.o  refuse  vehicles, 

A fev,’  complaints  regarding  the  non-collection  of  refuse  were  investigated 
and  several  notices  were  serv.-d  on  householders  to  provide  proper  bins.  The 
beaches  at  Rhosneigr  and  Trearddur  Bay  have  also  been  cleansed  regularly  during 
the  suraier  months.

TbJ-s  S'^rvicc  ’nas  hewn  extended  to  include  additioml  premises,  A repre- 
sentation was  received  .and  adopted  to  cause  this  service  tq  he  carried  out  at 
night  during  the  suiamer  months,  hut  o\mng  to  difficulties  i^fw.as  not  put  into 
o aeration.

A total  of  68  nuis.ancos  were  dealt  rath  in  the  course  of  the  year,  v^hich 
meant  145  visits  to  various  of  the  district,  Onl^'’  a few  remained  unabated 

at  the  end  of  the  year  cuid  all  had  bcL,n  attended  to  without  stat'utory  action.

There  are  85  shojjs  in  the  .area, covering  all  tradus,  hut  they  are  mostly 
food  shops  and  th>.  number  of  of  ices  is  14.  Ihe  shops  are  operated  mostly  by 
tlio  o'..ners  and  do  not  eng.age  employees  ';uid  the  offices  are  connected  vmth  small 
fims  and  business  promises.  All  ar'..  maintained  in  a reasonably  satisfactory 
condition,  though  there  is  still  z'oo.a  for  improvement  in  .a  few. 


CA'.IPING  SITE,.)  ’Js'D  CV.R1V/1JS. 

There  ar  only  t\/o  licensed  c-'-vaping  sites  in  the  'irea,  but  four  licences 
i/ere  operative  in  respect  of  moveable  dvel'iings. 
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The  irurabcjr  of  oitoa  used  fo'-'  camps  and  caravans  for  short  jjoi'iods  during 
the  summer  months  rose  to  75  ■'^nd  as  many  arc  in  remote  places,  control  is

There  has  not  been  any  cause  for  action,  as  the  smoke  jjroducing  in- 
dustries are  still  limited  to  Wo  in  number  which  are  situatad  in  isolated 
areas .

HOUSING, 

The  housing  situation  remains  difficu.lt  and  imsatisf actory  a nd  progress 
with  now  schemes  is  slow,  owing  to  absence  of  water  and  sev/crage  and  the 
difficulties  which  arise  when  acquiring  Ijind, 

Dixring  the  ye.-'r,  four  houses  we>re  completed  in  Caergciliog  and  another 
tv/o  coiTuiicnced,  /TLso  four  were  commonco.l  in  Phydwen  ond  eight  in  Bodffordd, 
Following  an  inquiry  a Compulsory  Purchase  Ordei-  v/as  confirmed  in  respect  of 
land  at  Bodedern  and  negotiations  arc  in  progr'jss  in  respect  of  other  sitos. 

It  Was  not  possible  to  mivke  a systen.atic  inspection  of  all  houses  in  the 
district,  but  for  various  reasons,  forty  eight  houses  were  inspected.  Of 
these,  nine  x/ero  found  to  be  unfit  for  habitatirjn,  while  two  nev/  cases  of  over- 
crowding were  discovered  'i.nd  iri  19  c -.ses  notices  were  served  upon  the  ovmers  to 
execute  necessary  reqjairs,  A statutory  notice  vras  served  in  one  case  only. 

In  tiddition  to  the  above,  28  building  licences  wore  issued,  22  in  respect 
of  essenti'^l  repairs  and  six  foi’  the  conversion  into  flats  and  adaptation  of 
other  buildings  into  dwellings,  \vhich  previdc-l  acooimaodation  for  nine  families 
in  all*  Pour  licences  v/crc  issued  to  private  buildci's  to  erect  new  hoxxse's, 
all  o)'' which  are  in  course  of  construction. 

The  requisition  of  part  of  the  Cojairiunc.l  Site  <at  ifma  C-^mp  was  transferred 
to  the  Council  for  adaptation,  to  provide  accoraiaodation  for  inadequately  housed 
families.  At  the  most  these  hutments  can  only  be  considered  very  temporary 
for  the  f;.irailies  tho.t  have  been  accora.'iodr.ted  there,  in  addition  to  the  squatters 
who  had  already  entered  into  occupation  or  transforre  J from  other  irarts  of  the 
camp.  The  structure  of  the  huts  is  perishing  rapoLdly  and  alternative  accomno-- 
dation  will  have  to  be  provided  as  soon  as  possibloj 

Early  in  the  year  on  the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Kealth,a  survey  was 
made  of  all  the  applications  for  houses  which  h-'j'^.  been  received  during  recent 
years  and  the  f ollcvlng  results  were  obtained:  -

During  the  nine  months  ended  Sejitember  30th,  106  visits  wore  made  to  farms 
and  out  of  thirty  six  a^golicants,  only  1-4-  were  registered  as  wholesa.lo  taders 
•■ind  /u'oducers  of  milk.  Considerable  progress  h-'.s  boon  laade  in  the  haxorovement 
of  cowsheds  and  the  provision  of  proper  dairies  which  are  independent  cf’  the  farm- 
houses and  no  coia  lUnication  "v/ith  them.  Lack  of  ^^roper  piped  v/atcr  sup,  )lics  is 
still  the  most  difficult  x^i'oblem,  in  onler  to  secure  greater  cleanliness  through 
an  abundant  supj)y  ef  botli  hot  anC  cold  i/ater, 

-*n  infoma.al  sajax^le  of  mil]c  forvi/arde<T.  to  the  puiblic  analyst  was  found  to  be 
adulterated  and  in  eaiother  case,  the  registration  of  a producer/ retailer  v/as 
cancelled  by  an  ox’der  of  the  Court  for  selling  tuberculosis  milk. 

On  thv^  first  of  October,  'which  \r\s  the  appointed  d.ay  under  Rood  and  Drugs 
(Milk)  Act,194df.,  i.)st  of  the  pov;ers  controlling  the  production  and  sale  of  milk 
Were  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  ■tgriculturc  and  a complete  list  of  producers, 
wholesalers  ‘■m  : retailers  were  x^rexiarcd  and  |?p»sse  ‘!  on  to  the;  County  dgriculturol 
Executive  Committee. 

Rol].owing  the  coming  into  nperati  >n  of  the  several  1949  Milk  Regulations, 
two  traders  in  this  az-ea  \v'erc  registered  :is  liilk  Distributors  and  also  they  were 
both  licensed  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 

Milk)  Kogulations  1949.

There  are  noj^  Ministry  of  Pood  Sla.ughtt-,rhouses  \/ithin  the  area  '^nd  therefore 
it  is  not  xx)ssiblc  to  complete  the  table  of  insx^ections , etc.,  as  directed  by 
Circular  2/50  R' oJ.es  issued  by  the  Welsh  B. varl  of  Health,  Tin  usual  relief  y/ork 
is  done  at  the  Holyhead  Slaughterhouse  'uhen  roquireJ  and  record  of  such  work  ivill 
be  included  in  the  returns  made  by  the  Officers  of  th^..  Holx/head  Urban  District 
Council, 

Meat  is  supx'jlied  to  this  a.rea  fro’.i  three  Ministry  of  Pood  Slaughterhouses, 
situated  at  Holyhe.ad, Llangefni  and  Beau.iaris,  tly^  gre,ater  quantities  coming  froia 
the  first  tv/o  mentioned. 

There  are  20  butchers  x^romises  in  the  district,  a reduction  of  one  on  last 
yeo.r,  all  of  which  ar-  kept  in  -reasonably  good  condition  and  further  imiorovcments 
have  been  carried  out  in  some  of  them,  C--)2d  storage  is  novf  available  in  eight 
of  these  premises  and  such  facilities  will  be  o,vailable  in  other  disti'icts  when 
electricity  becomes  available.  Meat  X’i'oducts  .'vre  manufactured  in  six  premises. 

During  the  year,  18  slaughtcr.ion  v/ere  licensed  under  the  Slaughter  of 
iuiimals  Act.  1933,  four  of  \/hom  wex-e  nev/  applicants.  These  slaughtemen  .are 
employed  periodically  hy  far.iers  who  'oht;iin  licences  from  the  Ministry  of  Pood, 
to  slaughter  pi'js  or  shcc';)  fr-'m  their  own  stock.  Three  are  ciaployed  in  a knackers 
yzrd.

Pood  Shops  in  genei'al  arc  \/ell  conducted  and  kex^t  clean.  The  nui.iher  of 
actual  employees  in  the  trade  arc  very  sn.all,  as  t]xex^  are  mostly  one  loan  business 
oi-  f.amily  affairs. 

Caterin'^  v;stablishroonts  ond  hotels  •m-c  ."Mso  v/cll  conducted  and  the  gros.ter 
X'art  )f  business  is  done  during  the  suixi^r  months,  Thu  sanitary/  arrangements  in 
some  of  them  require  ir.vrovements. 
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Thcro  arc  thirteen  'bakeh'juses  in  the  ('Lietrict  and  statutory  action  was 
necessary  in  >ne  C'\se  to  secure  ^^reater  cleanliness. 

Byelaws  under  Section  15  of  the  Pood  con'l  DiiifTs  Act  1938,  have  now  been 
adopt od  ,'ind  appi'oved  by  the  ilinister.
